FIND NEW WAY TO 


USE MACHINE GUNS 


Behind the British lines in France, 
Correspondent of the A. P., June 20.—• 
Use of the machine gun as a weanon 
for offensive operation and for indi- 
rect fire by elevating the guns so the 
bullete will fall into the trenches of 
the euemy, is one of the recent de-
